DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 2-4, 7 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
The recitation "alone" in claims 2 and 3, line 4 should be changed to "along" 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Miser. U.S. 4,596,395. 

Miser discloses a hollow sleeve (14), a bell shaped lip portion (S2, L), a tubular 
portion (S1, H) and a metal sleeve (30). 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others In this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 2-4, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Burke, U.S. 2003/0024386.

Burke discloses a hollow sleeve (316) surrounding a piston rod (211), having a 
bell shaped lip portion (310, 316b) of 80-95 Shore A hardness, a sleeve portion (316a) 
of 60 Shore D hardness and a metal sleeve (214) bonded therein.
